The Russians have proposed 
the abolition of the present 
sotup and that a new com.

As usual the Russians have 
tried to present. their pro- 
posal as a grent peace-loving 
democratic gesture. What 
thoy, say, in effect, js that 
the Weatern Powers have 
shown that they are not 
genuinely interested in any 
disarmament agreement and 
that anyhow since tho need 
to reduce world armaments 
and military forees is ao

United Nations, Noy. 12. 
Tho United Nations .agreed today to assist 
more than 700,000 anti-Communist . 
Chinese refugees on Hongkong. 


The UN's Social, Humaal- 
tarflan and Cultural Committee, 
by a vote of 43 to 10 with ‘14 
abstentions, adopted a resolu- 
tion which calls on UN member 
states and ageneles “to give all 
possible assistance to alleviate 
the distress” of | the Hongkong 
refugees. ‘ 

The resolution, co-sponsored 
by the United States, ihe 
Netherlands and Turkey, also 
authorises the UN High Com- 
missioner for Refugees "to uce 
‘his jrood offices to encourage 
arrangements for contributions.” 
It waa opposed by members of 
the Communist bloc. 


Several delegates 
that while they were in sup- 
port of the resolution, they 
could not give assurances that 
thelr = governments would 
allocate funds to help the 
Hongkong refugees. 

Today's actlon marked tho 
first (imo since 1952, when 
the issue Orst came bdefore 
the UN, that the world 
organisation indicated it 
would assist the Hongkong 
families, most of ae are 
destitute’ and = ilving, in 
squalor. : 

The majority. of tho Hongkong 
rofugees'‘have been Uving in the 
British Crown ': Colony since 
1849 when their homeland. fell 
under, Communist rule.’ Their, 
plight has grown increasingly. 
worsc, At tho same time, they 
have posed serious housing anid 
sanitary problems for’ ritish 
authoritics on Hongkong.

Does the present slump .in 
shipping frelghts herald 
the end of the Liberty- 
type cargo ship? ‘This 

* question is. being ponder- 
ed by shipowners every- 
where, for in depressed 
times such fs now the 
older, slower ships .can- 
not. make a profit or 
preal even. on operating 
costs. 


‘ gince the end of the war, the 
Liberty has been the workhorse: 
of the oceans, willing to carry 
anything anywhere, and -has 
made forluncs for many ship= 
owners, But as the trend of 
Jarger, faster ships built for 
apeeific trades has developed It 
has become incroasingly obvious 
that the large block of 
standard war-built ships will 
have to be retired beforo Tong. 


The Liberty is no longer 
competitive; its heavy fucl 
consumption alone jg on ade 
verse factor, owing to tha con- 
tlnual jrcrenso in bunker coals. 
‘The traditional shipowncr ia 
gentmental about his ships, 
though probably ho would not 
admit Jt, and many will sco the 
possing of the Liberty as the 
end of an ero In sea transpoct 
—albeit a profitable one. 


WARTIME INSPIRATION 


The Allies’ urgent. need for 
cargo ships in the last war 
inspired the . design and mass 
production of the Liberty type 
and its varients--the Ocoans, 
Parks and Forts. 

The generic type on which 
these ships wero based wos & 
cargo ship d by Joseph 
L. Thompson and Sons at their 
North Shields shipyard, and the 
hugo American = programmo 
sptong from this design. The 
toble below shows the num- 
ber of theso ships built, tho 
sallent characteristics of the 
Liberty belng: Gross tonnage, 
7,200; deadweight tonnage, 
10,400-10,800 tons;. machinery, 
single-screw steam reciprocate
